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HIGHLIGHTS    OF    THE    CITY      COUNCIL    MEETINGS 
During  1950  twenty-three  meetings  of  the  City  Council  were  held. 

JANUARY  4— The  City  Council  elected  Dr.  Charles  F.  Keeley  as  Mayor 
and  Mr.  Arthur  A.  Davis  as  Assistant  Mayor.

REPORT    TO    THE    TAXPAYERS    OF    THE 
CITY    OF    CLAREMONT 

The  close  of  1950  marked  the  completion  of  three  years  of  Council-Manager 
form  of  government  in  Claremont.  During  the  past  year  many  varied  problems 
have  come  before  your  City  Council  and  your  manager.  These  problems  in- 
volved such  varied  subjects  as  the  construction  of  a  grandstand,  parking 
problems,  meat  slaughtering,  acceptance  of  new  streets,  and  the  continuing 
problem  of  the  City  dump. 

The  City  issued  $80,000  in  bonds  for  water  improvements.  These  bonds, 
which  were  sold  at  an  interest  rate  of  1.25%,  cover  the  cost  of  enlargement  of 
the  White  Water  Brook  reservoir  and  the  installation  of  a  water  tank  and 
pumping  station  for  Bible  Hill.  This  attractive  interest  rate  indicates  that  the 
City  is  in  an  excellent  financial  condition.  Under  the  present  schedule  of  debt 
retirement,  the  City  will  be  entirely  out  of  debt  in  1960.  During  1950  a  total  of 
$61,541.  was  paid  on  the  City's  indebtedness.  A  change  in  procedure  was  made 
by  the  Citj^  Council  whereby  the  City  borrowed  its  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  following  public  advertisement  of  the  sale  in  the  Boston  market.  Three 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000.),  in  tax  anticipation  notes  were  sold  at  an 
interest  rate  of  .845%.  Acting  under  the  authority  of  the  City  Council,  your 
manager  re-invested  portions  of  this  money  in  U.S.  Treasury  Bills  and  in 
certificates  of  deposit.  This  greatly  reduced  the  cost  of  borrowing  money. 

The  Public  Service  Commission  of  New  Hampshire  continued  in  effect  the 
temporary  rates  for  the  Connecticut  Valley  Electric  Co.,  Inc.  They  had  applied 
in  1949  for  a  rate  increase  in  connection  with  setting  up  this  new  corporation. 
Your  manager  and  the  City  Solicitor  represented  the  City  at  these  hearings  and 
following  the  testimony  the  Public  Service  Commission  rendered  a  decision 
continuing  the  existing  rates  in  effect  on  a  temporary  basis. 

Your  manager  attended  the  Municipal  Manager's  Training  Institute  held  at 
the  University  of  Maine  and  served  as  instructor  at  one  of  the  sessions,  and  also 
attended  the  International  City  Managers'  Conference  at  Houston,  Texas.  This 
report  will  summarize  the  many  activities  of  the  City  government  for  the  past 
year.  Attempt  has  been  made  to  make  this  report  both  informative  and  concise.

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ADMINISTRATION 

The  policy  of  issuing  monthly  financial  statements  was  continued  through- 
out the  year.  The  statements  are  submitted  to  each  member  of  the  City  Council 
and  to  the  local  newspaper.  Your  City  Manager  continued  to  act  as  Purchasing 
Agent  for  all  city  departments  and  in  addition  combined  purchases  with  the 
School  District  in  certain  cases.  The  City  also  made  purchases  in  collaboration 
with  neighboring  communities  to  effect  savings  in  cost. 

All  of  the  City's  books  were  audited  by  representatives  of  the  State  Tax 
Commission.  Copies  of  their  report  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Manager 
and  City  Clerk  and  are  available  for  public  inspection. 

The  City's  financial  standing  continued  to  improve,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  surplus  account  amounted  to  $42,900.  Expenditures  were  $43,810.  less 
than  appropriations.  Receipts  were  $19,061  under  estimates. 

The  City  Council  authorized  a  complete  revaluation  of  property  for  taxa- 
tion purposes.  A  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Cole-Layer-Trumble  Co.  of 
Portland,  Maine,  and  they  are  currently  engaged  in  this  revaluation  work.  The 
project  will  consist  of  a  detailed  set  of  maps  covering  the  entire  city,  and  it 
will  be  necessary  for  them  to  account  for  all  property  within  the  City  limits. 
Detailed  records  will  be  prepared  for  each  piece  of  property,  and  they  will  be 
appraised  in  a  uniform  manner.  This  work  will  greatly  eliminate  inequities  in 
taxation  that  now  exist,  and  will,  no  doubt,  result  in  the  uncovering  of  untaxed 
property.  The  program  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  July  1,  1951. 

Following  considerable  study,  the  City  Council  adopted  an  ordinance  re- 
lating to  salaries  and  wages  which  give  each  employee  of  the  City  a  $5.00  per 
week  or  $.10  per  hour  pay  increase.  This  increase  was  made  in  two  steps,  one 
half  being  awarded  on  October  1  and  the  balance  on  January  1,  1951.  Clare- 
mont  was  one  of  the  first  communities  in  the  State  to  recognize  the  necessity 
of  increased  wages  to  offset  the  increased  cost  of  living.  A  similar  pattern  has 
been  followed  by  other  cities. 


The  illustration  on  the  cover  of  this  report  is  a  recent  aerial  photograph  of 
Claremont.  This  picture  was  taken  at  the  time  the  aerial  photographs  were 
being  made  of  the  entire  city.  On  Page  23  of  this  Report  is  a  sample  section 
of  one  of  this  series  of  aerial  photographs.  You  may  observe  how  clearly 
each  building  is  shown.  On  Page  22  is  a  section  of  one  of  the  maps 
of  the  City  that  were  prepared  using  these  aerial  photographs.  All 
of  these  illustrations  were  furnished  by  the  courtesy  of  the  James  W.  Sewell 
Company  of  Old  Town,  Maine.  This  firm  is  preparing  all  of  the  maps  and 
aerial  photographs  for  the  Cole-Layer-Trumble  Company  who  are  presently 
engaged  in  making  a  complete  reappraisal  of  all  property  within  the  City  of 

Claremont. 


CITY    CLERK 

The  following  vital  statistics  wei'e 
recorded  during  1950  by  the  City 
Clerk: 

Births  —  375 

Deaths  —  125 

Marriages  —  132 

A  comparison  of  these  figures  with 
the  comparable  statistics  for  1949 
indicates  a  decrease  of  21  in  the 
number  of  births,  a  decrease  of  6 
in  the  number  of  deaths,  and  an  in- 
crease of  14  in  the  number  of  mar- 
riages. Detailed  information  con- 
cerning births,  deaths,  and  mar- 
riages is  available  in  the  City 
Clerk's  office  to  any  interested  per- 
son. 

During  1950  the  City  Clerk's  of- 
fice received  $40,650.  for  motor  ve- 
hicle permits  and  $2,439.20  for  dog 
licenses.  The  income  from  motor 
vehicle  permits  shows  an  increase 
of  more  than  $6,000.  All  collections 
made  by  the  City  Clerk  are  turned 
over  daily  to  the  City  Treasurer. 


CITY    HALL 

The  major  improvement  made  in 
the  City  Hall  consisted  of  installing 
fire-proof  vault  doors  on  the  safe 
in  the  City  Clerk's  Office  and  the 
safe  in  the  City  Manager's  office. 
These  modern  doors  not  only  pro- 
vide adequate  fire  protection  for 
records  that  are  in  many  cases  irre- 
placeable, but  provides  better  pro- 
tection against  burglary.  The  old 
cast  iron  doors  to  these  vaults  which 
were    installed    when    the    building 


was  built  were  far  from  fireproof, 
and  in  the  event  of  a  major  fire  un- 
doubtedly these  records  would  have 
been  destroyed.  Further  improve- 
ments were  made  in  the  lower  City 
Hall  by  installing  two  new  exits  in 
the  front  of  the  hall  at  either  side 
of  the  stage  at  the  opposite  end  from 
the  principal  entrance.  When  the 
building  was  originally  constructed 
exits  were  provided  at  these  points 
but  for  some  years  they  have  been 
closed  up  due  to  alterations  that 
were  made  in  the  basement.  More 
of  the  old  combination  gas  and  elec- 
tric fixtures  located  in  the  Opera 
House  were  replaced  with  modern 
electric  fixtures.  In  the  Court  House 
building  nearly  all  of  the  water 
piping  was  replaced  with  new  cop- 
per tubing.  The  original  piping  had 
become  so  filled  with  rust  that  it 
was  impossible  to  secure  adequate 
water  in  the  toilets  and  washrooms. 
Repair  work  of  this  type  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  permanent  improve- 
ment since  it  greatly  reduces  the 
expense  for  plumbing  and  repairs. 
The  scenery  used  in  the  Opera 
House  was  fireproofed  for  the  first 
time  in  a  number  of  years.  Painting 
and  redecorating  work  was  com- 
pleted in  the  lobby  and  hallways  to 
the  City  Hall, 


One  oj  the.  Police  Departvieyit's  Cruisers 


POLICE    DEPARTMENT 

The  department  made  a  total  of 
503  arrests  during  the  year  for  a 
great  variety  of  offenses.  Arrests  for 
drunkenness  totalled  221,  a  consid- 
erable increase  over  the  previous 
year.  Paid  parking  meter  violations 
totalled  only  406  as  compared  with 
1259  the  previous  year.  Members  of 
the  department  investigated  222 
motor  vehicle  accidents  which  in- 
jured 52  persons  and  resulted  in  the 
death  of  one.  Both  police  cruisers 
were  replaced  with  new  two-door 
sedans.  This  resulted  in  a  sharp  de- 
crease in  expense  for  motor  vehicle 
repairs  and  reduced  the  time  the 
vehicles  were  out  of  service.  The 
two  cruisers  traveled  a  total  of  more 
than  85,000  miles  during  the  year. 
The  department  investigated  a  total 
of   2040    complaints,    a   considerable 


decrease  from  the  previous  year. 
The  department  was  called  upon  to 
supply  special  police  officers  on  364 
different  occasions.  This  special  po- 
lice protection  was  furnished  at 
dances,  shows,  the  outdoor  theatre, 
and  similar  occasions  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  individual  requiring 
such  service. 


TAX    COLLECTOR 

Due  to  the  increase  in  tax  rate  a 
greater  amount  of  taxes  had  to  be 
collected.  While  the  amount  of  mon- 
ey collected  increased  considerably 
the  uncollected  taxes  also  increased 
approximately  $6,000.  over  the  cor- 
responding figure  for  the  previous 
year.  This  increase  was  nearly  all 
reflected  in  the  uncollected  1950 
taxes,  which  were  not  due  until  De- 


cember  1.  The  total  uncollected 
taxes  amounted  to  $75,773.  of  which 
only  about  $300.  was  for  taxes  prior 
to  1950.  The  auditors  from  the  State 
Tax  Commission  audited  tax  collec- 
tion payments  and  also  verified  all 
outstanding  unpaid  taxes. 


STREET    LIGHTING 

Additional  street  lights  were  in- 
stalled at  various  locations  in  the 
City  particularly  on  newly  accepted 
streets.  Following  a  demonstration 
and  tests  of  new  street  light  fixtures, 
arrangements  were  made  whereby 
existing  lights  on  Main  Street,  from 
Franklin  St.  to  Lafayette  Street 
were  replaced  with  2500  lumen 
lamps.  Similar  improvements  were 
made  to  the  street  lighting  on  West 
Pleasant  St.  between  Dion's  store 
and  Drapers  Corner.  Other  improve- 
ments were  made  in  the  Broad 
Street  area  adjacent  to  Broad  Street 
Park  where  seven  6000  lumen  lamps 
were  installed.  Approximately  40 
additional  street  lights  were  in- 
stalled during  the  year.  The  traffic 
light  controller  governing  the  oper- 
ation of  the  traffic  at  the  corner  of 
Myrtle  and  Mulberry  Streets  was 
replaced.  A  new  overhead  type 
traffic  light  was  installed  at  the  in- 
tersection of  Summer  and  Pleasant 
Streets  replacing  old  pedestal  type 
lights  that  had  become  badly  dam- 
aged from  numerous  automobile 
accidents.  It  is  proposed  to  continue 
the  program  of  improving  the  street 
lighting  on  an  orderly  basis. 


WELFARE 

Welfare  costs  rose  considerably 
over  those  for  1949,  the  increase 
amounting  to  more  than  $8,000.  This 
increase  was  principally  due  to  un- 
employment during  the  early  part 
of  the  year.  Following  adoption  of 
the  budget  early  in  1950,  welfare 
costs  rose  at  such  an  alarming  rate 
the  City  Council  made  a  supple- 
mental appropriation  of  $12,500. 
Later  in  the  year  improved  employ- 
ment in  local  industries  made  a 
sharp  reduction  in  the  relief  re- 
quests so  that  it  was  not  necessary 
to  use  all  of  the  additional  funds  ap- 
propriated. Actual  expenditures  dur- 
ing the  first  six  months  of  the  year 
amounted  to  63.5%  of  the  total  ex- 
pended for  the  year.  Again,  during 
the  year  a  number  of  able-bodied 
welfare  recipients  were  employed  as 
temporary  employees  in  various  City 
departments. 


LIBRARIES 

The  program  of  improving  the 
lighting  in  the  library  which  was 
started  in  1949,  was  completed. 
Fluorescent  lights  in  the  reading 
rooms  and  lobby  make  our  library 
one  of  the  best  lighted  in  the  state. 

One  of  the  rooms  in  the  basement 
used  as  a  museum  was  completely 
redecorated,  and  plans  have  been 
made  to  make  further  changes  in  the 
museum  area. 

Total  circulation  for  the  year 
amounted  to  75,132  which  was  an  in- 
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Tractor  loader  purchased  in  1950  for  Highway  Department 


crease  of  more  than  4000  over  the 
previous  year.  Book  Week  and  Na- 
tional Art  Week  were  appropriately 
observed  and  displays  were  arrang- 
ed at  Christmas  time  and  other 
holidays.  New  books  purchased  dur- 
ing the  year  totalled  1,218.  Through 
the  inter-library  loan  system  it  was 
possible  to  borrow  needed  books 
from  the  State  and  other  libraries. 
Taxpayers  who  have  not  had  occa- 
sion to  visit  the  library  during  the 
past  few  years  are  urged  to  do  so  to 
observe  the  improvements  and  make 
use  of  the  facilities  available.

HIGHWAY    DEPARTMENT 

The  expense  of  winter  mainten- 
ance increased  considerably  over 
1949  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  both 
winter  seasons  were  of  a  so-called 
mild  nature.  During  the  fiscal  year 
of  1950  Claremont  received  65  3/4" 
of  snow.  This  compares  with  48  1/2" 
in  1949,  75  1/2"  in  1948,  and  81"  in 
1947.  The  nature  of  a  good  many 
of  the  storms  was  such  that  even 
with  a  small  snowfall  it  was  neces- 
sary to  cover  all  of  the  area  either 
with  plows  or  with  salt  and  sand. 
Starting  with  the  winter  season  in 
December  the  Highway  Department 
began  the  use  of  a  rust  inhibitor 
which  is  added  to  rock  salt  in  order 
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to  eliminate  the  rusting  of  fenders 
and  other  parts  on  the  underside  of 
motor  vehicles.  Experience  else- 
where has  shown  that  the  use  of  this 
material  greatly  reduces  or  elimin- 
ates rusting  from  salt.  There  will,  of 
course,  always  be  a  certain  amount 
of  rusting  due  to  water  being  splash- 
ed on  to  the  metal  parts  of  the  car 
at  frequent  intervals  throughout  the 
year.  A  road  maintainer  was  pur- 
chased costing  slightly  less  than 
$1,000.  which  will  be  used  to  expe- 
dite the  smoothing  up  of  gravel 
roads  particularly  in  the  spring. 
This  inaintainer  which  is  drawn  be- 
hind a  truck  eliminates  wash-board 
surfaces  and  smooths  out  gravel 
roads  much  more  quickly  than  the 
heavier  motor  grader.  An  Oshkosh 
5-Ton  dump  truck  was  purchased  to 
replace  one  of  the  older  trucks.  This 
truck,  which  has  a  4-Wheel  drive, 
is  a  heavy  duty  piece  of  equipment 
and  will  be  invaluable  for  heavy 
snowplowing  work  as  well  as  regu- 
lar highway  maintenance  work.  A 
2  1/2-Ton  G.M.C.  truck  was  pur- 
chased to  replace  another  old  truck. 
The  purchase  which  has  probably 
attracted  the  most  public  interest 
was  that  of  a  tractor  loader.  This 
piece  of  equipment  which  replaced 
an  old  obsolete  tractor  is  used  both 
summer  and  winter.  It  can  be  used 
to  load  gravel,  pick  up  dirt  and 
rubbish  from  the  streets,  load  snow 
and  other  work  which  formerly  re- 
quired hand  shovelling.  The  tractor 
is  also  provided  with  a  bulldozer 
blade,  and  it  was  used  extensively  in 


back-filling  ditches  and  other  simi- 
lar work.  The  tractor  is  mounted  on 
rubber  tires  and  can  quickly  travel 
to  any  point  within  the  City. 

One  of  the  major  projects  of  the 
year  undertaken  by  the  department 
was  the  application  of  bituminous 
concrete  to  Main  Street  between 
Central  St.  and  Union  St.  More 
than  400  Tons  of  this  material  was 
applied  in  this  section  which  pro- 
vides a  higher  quality  of  highway 
paving  than  was  ever  installed  else- 
where in  the  City.  This  material, 
while  expensive,  provides  a  smooth 
riding  surface  of  extreme  durability. 
It  has  been  used  extensively  in  the 
neighboring  state  of  Vermont  to  re- 
surface worn  out  concrete  high- 
ways. The  department  completely 
rebuilt  the  highway  on  Beuna  Vista 
Road  between  Maple  Avenue  and 
the  Charlestown  Rd.  The  paving  on 
the  Charlestown  Road  between 
Drapers  Corner  and  Beuna  Vista 
Road  was  completely  rebuilt  using 
crushed  stone  and  asphalt.  A  num- 
ber of  other  streets  and  highways 
were  resurfaced.  A  total  of  nearly 
26,000  gallons  of  tar  and  more  than 
31,000  gallons  of  asphalt  were  used. 
In  addition,  382  Tons  of  cold  patch 
were  used  in  patching  and  repairing 
highway  surfaces. 

The  Red  Water  Brook  Road  was 
rebuilt  continuing  the  work  under- 
taken in  1949.  A  considerable 
amount  of  blasting  was  necessary  in 
order  to  widen  certain  sections  of 
this  highway.  Additional  gravel  was 
applied  and  the  highway  widened. 
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Highway  Dept.  rehuilding  highway  on  Buena  Vista  Road  following  com- 
pletio7i  of  sewer  and  water  mains. 


Following  this  a  double  tack  coat 
of  tar  was  applied  using  approxi- 
mately 20,000  gallons  of  tar.  This 
project  used  Town  Road  Aid  funds 
with  which  the  State  of  N.  H. 
matches  funds  from  the  City  on  ap- 
proximately a  5  to  1  basis.  A  hard 
surfaced  highway  is  now  provided 
the  entire  distance  of  Red  Water 
Brook  Road  from  Main  Street  Ex- 
tension to  the  Lebanon  Road. 

The  work  of  completing  the  State 
Aid  Highway  known  as  Jarvis  Hill- 


Lottery  Bridge  Road  was  under- 
taken in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 
A  large  amount  of  grading,  excava- 
tion work  and  back-filling  was,  com- 
pleted, culverts  installed,  and  the 
surface  made  ready  for  the  applica- 
tion of  tar.  Approximately  $16,000. 
was  expended.  It  is  expected  that 
this  highway  will  be  finished  early 
in  1951.  When  this  is  done  the  State 
Aid  Construction  within  the  City  of 
Claremont  will  have  been  complet- 
ed. State  Aid  Construction  work  is 
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undertaken  on  a  basis  whereby  the 
City  and  the  State  of  N.  H.  contrib- 
ute equal  amounts.  Nearly  $14,000. 
remains  available  in  the  fund  set  up 
for  this  work. 

Sidewalk  maintenance  work  con- 
sisted principally  of  resurfacing  cer- 
tain asphalt  sidewalks  in  and  around 
Tremont  Square  and  Pleasant  Street. 
Very  little  new  sidewalk  construc- 
tion was  undertaken  principally  due 
to  the  shortage  of  cement. 

A  drainage  system  was  installed 
on  Wayne  Avenue  and  numerous 
other  minor  improvements  were 
made  including  the  replacement  of 
various  culvert  pipes. 


RECREATION    DEPARTMENT 

Arrangements  were  made  by  your 
City  Manager  with  the  Goodwin 
Community  Center  Commission 
whereby  Mr.  Anthony  M.  Zotto,  who 
is  the  Director  at  the  Community 
Center,  would  also  serve  as  Recrea- 
tion Superintendent.  In  that  capaci- 
ty he  had  general  supervision  over 
all  recreation  activities  in  the  parks. 
A  supervised  program  for  the  play- 
grounds in  Barnes,  Moody,  and 
Monadnock  Parks  was  carried  out 
through  the  summer.  New  game 
equipment  was  purchased  for  use 
in  this  program.  A  new  activity 
was  the  sponsorship  of  a  soap-box 
derby  which  was  run  weekly. 

A  program  of  ten  band  concerts 
was  given  in  the  Broad  Street  Park 
in  the  summer.  Five  concerts  were 


given  by  the  American  Band  and 
five  by  the  V.F.W.  Band. 

The  City  appropriated  $12,000.  to 
the  Goodwin  Community  Center  to 
provide  for  their  net  operating  ex- 
penses. The  outstanding  change  in 
the  Goodwin  Community  Center 
was  the  opening  of  the  new  indoor 
swimming  pool.  The  construction  of 
this  building  was  made  possible  by 
the  generosity  of  two  deceased  don- 
ors, Mrs.  Mary  Goodwin  and  her 
sister,  Miss  Josephine  Bailey.  This 
swimming  pool  is  considered  one  of 
the  finest  in  this  area  and  it  was 
formallj^  opened  in  May  1950.  The 
combined  attendance  for  students 
and  adults  for  the  seven  months  it 
was  in  operation  totalled  19,425.  An 
addition  of  three  rooms  was  con- 
structed on  the  rear  of  the  Com- 
munity Center  building  which  will 
be  a  great  asset  to  the  expanding 
program.  The  memberships  regis- 
tered at  the  Community  Center  to- 
tals 1290. 

The  City  Council  again  voted  to 
grant  the  Community  Center  the 
use  of  the  City  Hall,  when  it  was 
not  rented,  for  basketball  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Junior  Sports 
League. 
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New  Forest  Fire  Truck 


FIRE    DEPARTMENT 

The  department  responded  to  a 
total  of  265  alarms  during  the  year 
which  was  slightly  less  than  the 
calls  for  1949.  Of  this  total,  240  were 
telephone  calls  and  25  were  box 
alarms.  Three  of  the  box  calls  were 
false  alarms.  The  department  has 
made  every  effort  to  apprehend 
those  responsible  for  sounding  false 
alarms  and  has  announced  a  policy 
of  collecting  for  the  expense  from 
those  responsible. 

The  fire  loss  for  the  year  amount- 
ed to  $36,399  for  damage  to  build- 
ings and  $32,388  for  damage  to  con- 
tents. The  lives  of  four  children 
were  lost  in  one  fire  in  a  small  wood 


framed  house.  These  children  had 
been  left  unattended  in  this  building 
which  was  heated  by  an  oil  burner. 
Investigation  by  the  State  Fire  Mar- 
shall and  local  officials  determined 
the  cause  to  be  a  flooded  oil  burner. 
The  rapid  spread  of  the  flames  made 
it  impossible  to  attempt  any  rescue. 
The  old  1921  forest  fire  truck  was 
replaced  with  a  new  4-wheel  drive 
truck  designed  and  equipped  for 
forest  fire  work.  This  truck  carries 
a  portable  pump,  pack  pumps,  1  1/2" 
and  2  1/2"  hose,  and  forest  fire  fight- 
ing tools.  The  truck  is  equipped  with 
a  winch  on  the  front  end  which  will 
be  of  considerable  value  in  pulling 
down  sides  of  buildings  and  also  in 
rescue  work.  Other  pieces  of  equip- 
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ment  were  acquired,  and  500'  of 
2  1/2"  hose  was  replaced.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  the  department  had 
a  total  of  10,400'  of  2  1/2"  hose  and 
2,800'  of  1  1/2"  hose. 

Three  old  fire  alarm  boxes  were 
replaced  and  one  new  fire  alarm 
box  added.  Twelve  new  fire 
hydrants  were  installed  in  various 
locations  in  the  City  that  had  pre- 
viously not  had  fire  protection. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  spon- 
sored a  Fire  Inspection  Week.  A 
large  number  of  inspectors  from  the 
various  fire  insurance  companies,  in 
cooperation  with  the  local  fire  de- 
partment, made  inspections  in  236 
business  places.  During  these  in- 
spections it  was  found  that  at  105 
locations  there  were  defects  or  haz- 
ards that  had  to  be  eliminated.  Re- 
inspections  were  made  by  members 
of  the  Fire  Department,  and  it  was 
determined  that  a  majority  of  these 
deficiencies  had  been  eliminated. 


PARK    DEPARTMENT 

Improvements  to  the  football  field 
at  Monadnock  Park  were  continued 
and  an  excellent  field  was  available 
for  use  in  the  fall.  This  work  was 
difficult  to  do  due  to  the  high  level 
of  underground  water  in  this  area. 
Late  in  the  fall,  improvements  were 
started  on  the  tennis  courts  at  Mon- 
adnock Park  and  a  gravel  founda- 
tion was  installed  which  should 
make  possible  the  installation  of 
several  hard  surfaced  tennis  courts. 


Following  a  considerable  amount 
of  discussion,  the  City  Council  de- 
cided to  erect  a  grandstand  at 
Barnes  Park  instead  of  a  field  house 
as  was  originally  planned.  Construc- 
tion of  this  grandstand  was  started 
late  in  the  fall  and  it  should  be 
ready  for  use  for  spring  baseball. 
Underneath  the  grandstand,  there 
will  be  provided  two  sets  of  dressing 
rooms  with  showers  together  with 
public  rest  rooms. 

Many  minor  repairs  and  improve- 
ments were  made  in  the  parks  dur- 
ing the  year  and  one  old  power 
mower  was  replaced.  Skating  rinks 
were  provided  during  the  winter 
season  at  both  Barnes  Park  and 
Monadnock  Park. 


TREES 

All  City  owned  trees  were  given 
an  annual  spraying  with  a  DDT  sol- 
ution to  prevent  damage  by  the  elm 
leaf  beetle.  During  the  year  it  was 
learned  that  the  Conn.  Valley  Elec- 
tric Co.  was  planning  an  extensive 
program  of  tree-trimming.  Accord- 
ingly, only  a  minor  amount  of  trim- 
ming was  done  by  the  City  pending 
the  completion  of  this  work  by  the 
power  company.  The  power  com- 
pany's   work    was    not    undertaken 
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until  late  in  the  year  and  it  was, 
therefore,  not  possible  to  do  very 
much  trimming  work  of  our  own. 

The  program  of  White  Pine  Blis- 
ter Rust  control  was  continued  using 
approximately  $500.  of  City  funds 
and  approximately  $180.  of  State 
and  Federal  Funds.  Eradication 
work  covered  an  area  of  1,215  acres, 
and  the  crew  destroyed  9,866  current 
and  gooseberry  bushes.  This  essen- 
tial work  is  carried  on  from  year  to 
year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
eventually  eliminate  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust  in  this  area. 


CEMETERY    DEPARTMENT 

The  truck  used  by  the  department 
for  many  years  was  replaced  with 
a  new  dump  truck.  The  regular  pro- 
gram of  maintenance  work  in  the 
various  City  cemeteries  was  con- 
tinued. In  the  fall  of  the  year  im- 
provements were  made  to  the  roads 
in  the  Mt.  View  Cemetery.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  conduct  a  regular  program 
of  improvements  to  the  roadways  in 
the  various  cemeteries  until  they 
are  all  hard  surfaced. 


WEIGHTS    AND    MEASURES 

The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Mea- 
sures had  a  busy  year  carrying  out 
his  duties.  A  total  of  1,148  tests  were 
made  during  this  period  including 
scales,  gasoline  pumps,  kerosene 
pumps,  liquid  measures,  and  other 
weighing  and  measuring  devices.  In 
addition  to  this  the  Sealer  reweighed 


1,299  articles.  The  State  Department 
of  Weights  and  Measures  continued 
to  give  the  City  assistance  in  mak- 
ing tests  where  special  equipment 
was  required  and  where  informa- 
tion and  advice  was  needed. 


HEALTH    DEPARTMENT 

The  program  of  inspections  of  lo- 
cal eating  establishments  was  con- 
tinued by  this  department.  The  City 
Council  adopted  an  ordinance  re- 
quiring the  licensing  of  eating  and 
drinking  establishments  which  will 
be  of  great  benefit  in  enforcing 
regulations  and  health  requirements. 
The  Board  of  Health  adopted  regula- 
tions requiring  three  compartment 
sinks  in  all  eating  and  drinking  es- 
tablishments. They  also  adopted  a 
regulation  requiring  a  physical  ex- 
amination of  all  persons  handling 
food  and  drink  in  public  eating 
places.  These  regulations  will  result 
in  considerable  improvement  in  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  these  estab- 
lishments. Culture  tests  were  made 
three  times  during  the  year  in  every 
restaurant. 

The  matter  of  the  City  dump  con- 
tinues to  be  a  problem  which  will 
eventually  have  to  be  solved.  The 
regular  covering  of  the  sides  of  the 
dump  with  dirt  has  greatly  reduced 
the  complaints  which  concerned  the 
smoke  and  odor  of  burning  rubbish. 
The  City  continued  to  have  pro- 
fessional exterminators  regularly 
treat  the  dump. 

The     program     for     the     fluorine 
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treatment  of  teeth  of  school  children 
has  been  continued  in  cooperation 
with  the  school  department.  The 
dental  hygienist  employed  for  this 
purpose  conducted  524  prophylaxis, 
459  inspections,  and  gave  fluorine 
treatment  to  2,151  children.  The  en- 
tire expense  of  this  treatment  was 
borne  by  the  City. 

An  appropriation  of  $19,200  was 
made  to  the  Claremont  General 
Hospital.  The  hospital  continued  to 
submit  regular  financial  reports  to 
the  City  Manager  and  to  the  City 
Council. 

The  Claremont  Visiting  Nurse  As- 
sociation carried  out  its  usual  pro- 
gram of  nursing  work.  The  visiting 
nurse  made  2946  visits  during  the 
year.  Out  of  this  total,  1,364  were 
free,  1,140  paid,  341  paid  by  insur- 
ance companies,  and  101  were  partly 
paid.  The  City  appropriates  money 
to  cover  the  cost  of  this  work  over 
and  above  the  receipts  realized  from 
other  sources. 

The  meat  inspection  work  con- 
tinued to  increase,  most  of  it  being 
perfornied  at  Satzow's  Slaughter 
House.  During  the  year  a  total  of 
8,102  animals  were  slaughtered  re- 
quiring inspection  both  before  and 
after  slaughtering.  The  inspections 
resulted  in  the  condemning  of  599 
whole  animals  or  parts  of  animals. 


WATER    DEPARTMENT 

The  enlargement  to  the  White 
Water  Brook  Dam  was  completed 
early  in  the  year,  and  Claremonters 
will  now  be  assured  of  an  adequate 
water  supply  for  some  years  to 
come.  Work  was  started  in  the  Bible 
Hill  section  to  improve  the  water 
pressure  on  Bible  Hill,  Ridge  Ave- 
nue and  adjacent  streets.  This  will 
consist  of  a  re-inforced  concrete  wa- 
ter tank  located  south  of  Bellevue 
Avenue  and  a  pumping  station  lo- 
cated on  Mulberry  St.  near  Maple 
Avenue.  The  water  tank  will  be 
filled  by  means  of  an  electric  pump 
and  will  provide  adequate  water 
pressure  to  all  of  this  area  as  well  as 
fire  protection  which  had  been  pre- 
viously lacking.  The  average  daily 
water  consumption  for  the  City  of 
Claremont  increased  slightly  to  964,- 
000  gallons.  This  represents  an  aver- 
age daily  consumption  of  87.5  gal- 
lons per  capita. 

New  water  mains  laid  included 
2200'  of  8"  cast  iron  pipe  on  the 
Charlestown  Road,  400'  of  6"  cast 
iron  pipe  on  the  Twist  Back  Road 
as  well  as  short  extensions  on  North 
Street  and  Leslie  Street.  In  connec- 
tion with  the  water  main  extension 
on  the  Charlestown  Road,  1000'  of  6" 
and  2"  pipe  were  replaced  with  8" 
cast  iron  pipe.  The  entire  water 
main  on  Beuna  Vista  Road  totalling 
nearly  1200'  was  replaced  with  6" 
cast  iron  pipe.  This  makes  possible 
adequate  fire  protection  to  all  of  the 
residents  on  Beuna  Vista  Road  and 
Windsor    Avenue.     Other    locations 
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Water  tank  on  Bible  Hill,  capacity  30,000  gallons 


where  small  pipe  was  replaced  with 
6"  cast  iron  pipe  included  Donald 
St.,  Francis  St.,  Grand  View  St., 
North  St.,  and  Richards  St.  In  most 
of  these  cases  the  replacements  were 
made  principally  to  provide  ade- 
quate fire  protection. 

A  total  of  12  new  fire  hydrants 
were  installed  during  the  year, 
greatly  supplementing  fire  protec- 
tion to  many  areas.  There  are  now 
a  total  of  nearly  190  hydrants  in 
addition  to  44  private  hydrants  in 
service.  The  department  is  carrying 
out  a  planned  program  of  improving 
fire  protection  on  the  basis  of  need 
and  feasibility.  In  many  instances 
it  is  necessary  to  make  water  main 


replacements  to  secure  pipes  of  ade- 
quate size  before  fire  hydrants  can 
be  installed. 

An  old  platform  body  truck 
owned  by  the  department  was  re- 
placed with  a  new  pickup  truck 
equipped  with  steel  tool  compart- 
ments. Fifty-five  new  water  services 
were  installed  during  the  year  and 
59  old  services  were  renewed.  There 
are  now  a  total  of  2522  water  serv- 
ices in  use  of  which  2103  are  meter- 
ed. The  department  now  has  in  use 
274,000  feet  of  water  mains  of  which 
170,800  feet  are  6"  or  larger.

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Maple  Ave.  trunk  line  sewer  on  trestle  crossing  ravine  at  end  of  Byrd  Ave. 


SEWER    DEPARTMENT 

The  Maple  Avenue  sewer  project 
was  the  principal  activity  for  this 
department  for  the  year.  The  trunk 
line,  consisting  of  10"  and  12"  pipe, 
was  extended  approximately  one 
mile  more  to  the  western  section  of 
the  Maple  Avenue  area.  In  addition, 
other  main  sewer  lines  totalling 
over  1300'  were  laid  to  connect  with 
this  trunk  line.  The  deep  excavation 
necessary  in  order  to  secure  the 
proper  grade  made  this  work  both 
slow  and  expensive.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  construct  a  steel  trestle 
across  a  deep  gully  near  the  inter- 
section of  Byrd  Avenue  and  Martha 


Street.  The  trunk  line  was  ter- 
minated at  the  new  Maple  Avenue 
School  which  required  sewer  serv- 
ice before  it  could  be  opened.  Prior 
to  the  end  of  the  year  a  large  num- 
ber of  new  service  connections  were 
made  to  this  sewer.  This  work  will 
be  continued  in  1951. 

Other  short  sewer  extensions  were 
made  on  Chestnut  Hill,  Donald 
Street,  and  Ridge  Avenue.  The  sew- 
er m.ain  on  Grove  Street  between 
Summit  Road  and  Laurel  Road 
which  has  given  considerable  diffi- 
culty in  the  past,  was  replaced  using 
8"  tile  pipe.  A  total  of  8,200'  of  new 
sewers  were  added  to  the  system. 
Seventy  new  services  were  added, 
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Installation  of  water  main  on  Buejia  Vista  Road 


giving  a  total  of  1,452  sewer  cus- 
tomers. The  total  sewer  mains  now 
in  use  are  in  excess  of  29.3  miles. 


AIRPORT 

Following  many  years  of  discus- 
sion, the  City  entered  into  a  con- 
tract to  install  lighting  at  the  air- 
port. This  installation  will  include  a 
rotating  beacon  light,  70  marker 
lights,  and  five  hazard  beacons,  as 
well  as  obstruction  lights.  The  total 
project  will  require  nearly  19,000'  of 
underground  cable.  The  federal  gov- 
ernment will  pay  50%  of  the  cost  of 
this  project  and  the  State  of  N.  H. 
25%  of  the  cost.  Some  difficulty  was 


experienced  in  obtaining  the  neces- 
sary rights  of  way  for  the  hazard 
beacons.  The  matter  has  been  turned 
over  to  the  City  Solicitor  in  order 
that  this  property  may  be  con- 
demned. It  is  expected  that  this  pro- 
ject will  be  completed  during  the 
middle  of  1951. 

A  contract  was  entered  into  with 
the  U.S.  Government  whereby  the 
administration  building  is  leased  for 
use  by  certain  military  units  as  a 
meeting  place  and  for  training.  This 
not  only  gives  the  City  an  income 
from  this  property  but  also  puts  to 
use  a  building  which  has  been  used 
little  in  recent  years.

In  accordance  with  your  request,  we  have  made  an  audit  and  ex- 
amination of  the  accounts  and  records  of  the  City  of  Claremont  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1950  and  submit  herewith  our 
comments  thereon,  together  with  certain  Exhibits  as  detailed  in  the 
attached  Index. 

SCOPE   OF  AUDIT 

The  audit  consisted  of  a  verification  of  the  assets  and  liabilities 
recorded  in  balance  sheets  of  Revenue  and  General  Indebtedness. 
We  examined  all  General  Fund  checks,  including  those  of  the  Water 
and  Sewer  Departments,  issued  during  the  period  under  review. 

We  examined  each  payroll  check  issued  during  four  selected 
months.  As  the  current  accounting  system  of  internal  checks  ap- 
pears to  be  reasonably  adequate,  we  confined  our  examination  of 
vouchers,  invoices,  etc.,  to  those  supporting  City  expenditures  of 
$50.00  or  more,  and  those  supporting  Water  and  Sewer  Department 
expenditures  of  $25.00  or  more. 

We  also  audited  the  accounts  of  the  City  Clerk,  Tax  Collector, 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  Goodwin  Community  Center  Treasurer

The  amount  of  current  levy  uncollected  as  of  December  31,  1950 
exceeds  that  as  of  December  31,  1949  by  but  $5,778.79,  or  8.29% 
while  the  total  warrant  committed  for  1950  (excluding  timber  tax) 
was  $92,435.04  greater  than  the  commitment  for  1949  warrant,  or 
11.94%. 

We  examined  and  totaled  "audit  copies"  of  Receipts  issued  by 
the  Tax  Collector  for  the  months  of  February,  June,  May  and  No- 
vember and  found  the  monthly  totals  to  be  in  agreement  with  the 
amount  indicated  as  received  by  the  Treasurer  for  the  same  months. 
This  test-check  verified  $488,010.74  of  total  tax  collections  for  the 
year  amounting  to  $864,712.27  or  56.44%.

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:   (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  Financial  Condition  (Current  Sur- 
plus) of  the  City  during  the  year  is  offered  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with 
the  factors  which  effected  the  increase  in  Surplus  of  $18,216.94. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  addition  to  increasing  Surplus 
$18,216.94,  it  was  possible  to  reduce  Long  Term  Debt  $8,550.00  in 
excess  of  Budgetary  provision  for  such  reduction. 

Comparative   Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures — Es- 
timated and  Actual  Revenues:    (Exhibits  A-5  and  A-6) 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures,  Es- 
timated and  Actual  Revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1950  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-5  and  A-6.  As  indicated  in 
Exhibit  A-5,  total  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations  amounted 
to  $110,990.72. 

The  estimated  revenues  of  $336,294.00,  less  actual  revenues  (after 
transfers  to  appropriations)  of  $240,917.32,  as  shown  in  Exhibit 
A-6,  resulted  in  a  net  revenue  deficit  of  $95,376.68.  It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  contained  in  the  Estimated  Revenue  total  is  $85,- 
000.00   of   expected   proceeds   from   Incinerator   Bonds   which   were 
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never  issued.  This  deficiency  of  estimated  revenue  is  included  in 
the  net  revenue  deficit  quoted  above  and  is  offset  by  a  like  amount 
in  "Unexpended  Balances  to  Surplus"  indicated  in  Exhibit  A-5. 

The  net  budget  surplus  for  the  year  1950,  amounting  to  $15,614.04 
is  comprised  as  follows:

Elks  Educational  Fund:   (Exhibit  L) 

This  fund  was  established  under  the  will  of  Eugene  H.  Hunter, 
excerpts  from  which  we  quote  as  follows: 

" until  the  amount  of  said  fund  shall  be  $50,000.00,  after 

which  the  income  from  said  fund,  except  $500.00  annually,  herein- 
after to  be  disposed  of  shall  be  used  in  the  following  manner.  The 
expenses  of  these  pupils,  while  in  college  are  to  be  paid  from  the 
income  derived  from  my  estate.  After  said  estate  has  reached  the 
amount  of  $50,000.00  it  should  never  be  drawn  upon  so  as  to  be 
less  than  said  amount. 

This  fund  shall  be  administered  by  a  committee  of  three  persons 
to  be  elected  annually.  Two  of  the  three  persons  comprising  this 
committee  shall  be  selected  by  the  Claremont  Lodge  of  Elks  and 
the  third  person  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  town  meeting  of  the 
citizens  of  Claremont."
